PILING UP THE PENSION BILLS. 


The Gloomy Outlook of Federal 


Finances. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—[Special.]—The 
surplus in the treasury has dwindled during 
one year of the republican administration from 
$110,000,000 to less than $40,000,000, and the 
spoliation of public funds everywhere contem- 
plated by the party in power will not be long 
in reducing the ‘‘’yaunted surplus’”’ to a rem- 
iniscence. 

MR. CARLISLE’S ESTIMATES. 

Ex-Speaker John G. Carlisle has made a 
careful survey of the financial outlook, which 
shows the, reckless extravagance into which 
the republican party purposes to plunge the 
tountry. 

“The repeal of the limitation clause in the 
faw granting arrearages of pensions,’’ said Mr. 
Carlisle tonight, ‘will require the imme- 
diate payment of $471,000,000 on account of 
pensions already allowed, 
many millions every year in the future 
on account of pensions hereafter allowed on 
applications now pending. The grand army 
service pension bill, now pending before the 
cominittee, will require $144,000,000 per an- 
num in addition tothe amount now being paid, 
on account of wounds and disease contracted 
in the service. This sum of $144,000,000 in- 
cluded nothing for the widows and dependent 
parents of soldiers, who may hereafter die 
while drawing service pensions. It is esti- 
mated that there are now surviving 30,000 sol- 
<diiers, who were in prison during the war, and 
the bill for their benefit proposes to pay $2 per 
day for each day of imprisonment, which will 
require the immediate disbursement of about 
$10,000,000, and this class of pensions will take 
$3,768,000 each year for the future. The de- 
pendent pension bill, now under discussion in 
the senate, and which will be passed in a few 
days, will require about $50,000,000 per an- 
num.” 

OTHER BILLS LIKELY TO PASS. 

“What other pension proposition will be 
likely to be passed ?” | 

“The bill increasing the pensions of a cer- 
tain class of soldiers from $50 to $72 per month 
has already passed, and will merease the pen- 
sion expenditures about $400,000 per annum. 
Another bill proposes to increase tho 
pensions of all soldiers who have lost an 
arm or a leg to $50 per month, and to pay the 
difference between that rate and the rate they 
have received from the close of the war until 
the present time which, it is e@fimated, will 
cost $25,500,000. Itis proposed &lso to grant 
pensions of $25 per month to all army nurses, 
which would require an annual expenditure of 
$4,000,000. These are not all the general 
pension bills pending in congress, but 
they are enough to show the _ reckless 
manrrer in which the republican 
party propose to legislate upon this subject. 
‘The bills I have enumerated, will, if passed, 
add $708,668,000 to the $100,000,000 now annu- 
ally expended for pensions. 

THE DIRECT TAX. 

‘‘Besides this, the bill to refund the direct 
tax will require $17,000,005. <A bill will also 
be passod to pay subsidies to the owners of 
steamships for a period of ten years, which 
wlll require about $600,000 the first year, and 
at least $900,000 per annum before the time 
expires. A bill has already been reported 
in the senate, appropriating $126,000,000 for 
coast defenses, $21,000,000 of which is to be ex- 
pended during the ensuing year, and it is pro- 
posed also, in another bill, to appropriate 
$300,000,000 for the construction of vessels, 
guns, etc., for the navy.” 

“What is the present condition of the na- 
tional finances ?’’ 

‘Even if there should be no reduction of the 
gevenue by a revision of the tariff, ora repeal 
of the tax on tobacco, the _ secretary 
of the treasury estimates, in his official 
report, that the total! receipts of the govern- 
ment from all sources for the next fiscal year 
will be $385,000,000, and he estimates that the 
expenditures already provided for by law, in- 
cluding the sinking fund, will be $34,430,477, 
leaving a surplus of $43,569,522, but it is al- 
ready apparent that the appropriations for the 
ordinary expenses of the government for the 


_ next fiscal year will be largely in excess of 


the secretary’s estimate. It has been stated 
on the floor of the house by a repubili- 
can member __ that the sum of 
$442,099,110 will be required, and if this is cor- 
rect, there will be a deficit of $57,090,110 in- 
stead of a surplus, even_if none of the extrava- 
gant appropriations that I have mentioned 
shall ba made. 
THE FRENCH SPOLIATION CLAIM. 

“IT have not mentioned the French spolia- 
tion claims, a large part of which will almost 
certainly be allowed during the present con- 
gress, because opinions differ widely as to their 
amount. Some estimate them as high as $40,- 
000.000. The Blair educational bill, which has 
passed the republican senate three times here- 


tofore, and which is now under discussion 


in that body, proposes to appropriate 
$79,000,000, of which $77,000,000 is to be ex- 
pended for educational purposes, and $2,000,000, 
in the erection of school houses. 
“Will all these bills be passed ?” 
“Of course, itis impossiblo for me to say 
whether they will. cr not, but one thing is 
eertain and the country ought 
tounderstand it, they-will be passed if the 
republican party wants to passthem. It has 
the senate, the house and the president, and 
the rules have been so changed that the dem- 
ocrats can neither defeat nor delay any meas- 
ure that the majority see proper to tntroduce. 
The pension bilis can be taken up any day and 
passed, and so can al) the others. If the re- 
peated pledZbs made to the soldiers and others 
by the republican party are not redeemed at 
this session of congress, it will be simply be- 
cause the republican party does not want to 
redeem them, and does not intend to do so. It 
has no excuse whatever for a failure promptly

to pass all these bills, and if this session closes 
without their passage, it will be useless for it 
hereafter to pretend that it isin favor of them. 
The time andjopportunity haye come, and 
the party must take the whole responsibility 
for the action cr non-action, It is true that 
the passage of these bills, or any considerable 
part of them, would make it necessary to im- 
pose additional taxes upon the people, or 


of new bonds, but the republican party knew 
this just as well when it.made its promises to 
tire-suldiers as it knows it now, and, therefore, 
it cannot escape the responsibility on that 
ground. Ail through the last campaign, the 
democrats insisted to the people that the re- 
demption of the promises made by the repub- 
lican party would bankrupt the treasury, and 
require a large increase either in taxation or 
the public debt.”’

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The attendance 
of senators at the opening prayer was so small 
that a call of senators was ordered, and after a 
quorum was thus obtained the journal of yes- 
terday was read and approved.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—In pursuance of 
the agreement ade Saturday, public building 
bills which that day passed the committee of 
the whole, came up this morning with the pre- 
vious question ordered. 

The bills were passed. They provide for the 
erection of public buildings at the following 

ints: Cedar Rapids, la; Chester, Pa.; Co- 

umbus, Ga.; Atchison, Kan.; Alexandria, 
La.; Houlton, Me.; Lynn, Mass.; Lafayette, 
Ind.; Baton Rouge, La.; and Tremont, Neb. 
Also an increase in the limits of the cost of 
buildings at Newark, N. J., Scranton, Pa., 
Troy, N. Y., Dallas, Tex., and Springfield, 
Mo. The measure involves an e&penditure of 
$1,845,000. 
THE WYOMING BILL. 

Mr. Baker, of New York, from the commit- 
tee on territories, reported a bill for the ad- 
mission of Wyoming. He asked forthe im- 
mediate consideration of the bill which, un- 
der the new rules,‘is a privileged measure. 

Mr. Springer objected to present considera- 
tion, because there existed an agreement that 
this bill should not be called up until the Okla- 
homa bill had been disposed of, and he raised 
the question of consideration. : : 

The house decided to consider the bill—

Mr. Baker’s motion was agreed to—yeas 116, 
nays 108, and accordingly the house went into 
committee of the whole. 

DENIED, HE ACTED IN BAD FAITH. 

The bill having been read in extenso, Mr. 
Baker denied that he had acted in bad faith in 
calling up the measure'at this time. The pur- 
pose of the gentlemau from Illinois (Springer) 
was to delay the consideration of the measure 
until he had an opportunity to bring in an 
omnibus bill. 


AT THE WIND’S MERCY. 


The United States Steamer Iroquois Drifts 
for Two Months. » 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—A telegram was 
received at the navy department today from 
Commander Bishop, commanding the United 
States steamer Iroquois,announcing the arrival 
of that vessel at Port Townsend, Washington, 
“esterday after having been blown about the 
acitfic ocean in a disabled condition since 
December 23 last. On that day while 
on her way m onolulu 
to Samoa ~ her piston rod broke 
and her machinary became disarranged. An 
attempt was made to put back to Honolula, 
under sail, but the vesse! was caught in a north- 
east wind and driven to latitude forty-eight, 
when the wind shifted to east. The vessel 
had already gone 2,500 miles out of her course 
and being alinost out of rations and coal, was 
compelled to put in the nearest port, which in 
this instance, was Port Townsend. Com- 
mander Bishop says that the oificers and crew 
are all well and that after he has taken on 
coal and provisions, he will take the vessel to 
San Francisco.

THE PRISONER CARRIED AWAY.

THE STORY OF THE SHOOTING. ee 

The shooting oecurred on the steps of the 
capitol, leading from the house corridor to the 7 
restaurant below. The men had been enemies 
for overa year. The breach was caused by 
Judge Kincaid printing in his paper a story 
which had been printed here and in New 
York first. The story was a_ brief 
account of Mr. Taulbee, who was then serving 
in congress, having been caught hugging a 
pretty girl behind a case in the patent office. 
The girl was a clerk there who came from 
Kentucky, and had been putin by Mr. Taul- 
bee. The congressman was very angry, with 
Kincaid, particularly, asthe publication of the 
story cansed his wife to leave him. At The 
time he punished Kincaid, and since then has 
often slapped and euffed him around. On the 
day of the shooting, Mr. Taulbee met Kincaid 
in the corridor, and pulled his ear in the pres- 
ence of acrowd. Kincaid being a very small 
man, and Taulbee very large, the correspon- 
dent did not resent the insult. He however, 
replied that he was unarmed. 

THE CHALLENGE TO ARMS. 

“Then you had better arm yourself,’’ replied 
Mr. Taut!bee. ° 

This Judge Kincaid did, and when they 
met on the steps later, Kincaid drew his pis-¥{ 
tol and fired. He sayshe didit in self defense, 
that Tauibee started towardshim. However, 
Mr. Taulbee started just after he was shot that 
he did not see Kincaid until the pistol was in 
his face. At first it was not thought that the 
wound was fatal, and although Kiucaid was 
immediately arrested, he was released on 
bond. 

KINCAID AGAIN ARRESTED. 

As soon as Mr. Taulbee died this morning, 
Kincaid was again arrested, and is now in 
jail. He has, however, only == ‘re- 
cently recovered from an attack 
of typhoid fever, and is completely 
prostrated. His physician said tonight he did 
not believe Kincaid would ever live to stand 
trial. His friends are very anxious ‘about his 
condition, and they fear he will die. How- 
ever, should he live to stand trial, the general 
opinion here is that he should and will be 
cleared on the ground of self defense. Sena- 
‘tor Blackburn and nearly all the Kentucky 
members of the house have offered their ser- 
vices to defend him. 

MR. TAULBEE’S LIFE. 

Mr. Taulbee was just 38 years of age. He 
had been a preacher and then a lawyer before 
he was elected to congress, in which he served 
four years, going out with the last congress. 
Since then he has been engaged 
in some big land scheme, and has made money 
very rapidly. It wasonly a short time ago 
that he made $25,000 on one deal, and he was 
on the road to fortune when Kincaid’s bullet 
ended his brief career. In congress he mado 
some reputation and was quite a favorite with 
those who knew him well. He was somewhat 
of a humorist and always had on hand a fresh 
supply of jokes to tell his friends. Mr.Taulbee 
was, however, principally noted for his pow- 
erful voice. During the wildest and most ex- 
citing times in the house, his voice could be 
heard above all others, and there was no way of 
downing him when he determined to 
be heard. . His voice was often likened to a fog 
horn by his comrades, and the story used to be 
told on him that he only went to one place to 
canyass his district; that was to a mountain , 
near the center, upon which he. wonld stand 
and speak to the people for forty miles around. 
He served the national democratic committee 
in the last campaign, and Major A. O. Bacon, 
who was with him, has often said since that 
he did some splendid work. Mr. Taulbee was, 
indeed, on the road to fame and fortune when 
his career ended, and had it not been for his 
fondness of a pretty woman there would have 
been a different ending. E. W. B.

New York, March 11.—The* striking shirt 
makers have joined hands with the striking 
cloak makers and will now fight for shorter 
hours and more pay together. Seven of the 
largest shirt contractors have conceded the de- 
mands of the men, and smaller ones are ex- 
pected to follow suit. The shirt makers’ 
union is trying to prganize the females, par 
ticularly American’ girls engaged in the bust 
ness. Most ot the strikers are Russian Jews 
and Roumanias. One American branch has 
already been formed,

The bosses have agreed to the terms 
except that they will not put the nt in 
Writing. The conus salicaes to do this, and 
the strike will be continued, The pants 
makers are also making a demand for shorter 
hours and the privilege of fwming a union, 
both of which the bosses have so far opposed.

ASHES IN CINCINNATI. 


Destruclion of Large Buildings by Fire—The 
Burnett House in Danger. 

CrncrInnaTI, March 11.—Fire, from an un- 
known source, burst out of the clothing house 
of Stern, Mayer & Co., at the northeast corner 
of Third and Vine streets, shortly after 1 
o’clock. Nobody saw it until attention was 
attracted by the crashing glass from the win- 
dows. By te time the first fire engines ar- 
rived the whole interior of the great structure 
was ablaze. The alarm, calling all engines, 
was at once sounded, and the united efforts of 
the fire department were directed to confining 
the fire within its own walls. 

The building is a five -story stone front, 
erected at the cost of $200,000. It hada frontage 
of 125 feet on Third street and 150 feet on Vine. 

The entire building was occupied by Stern, 
Mayer & Co., except one recom on Third street, 
which was used by the Nonotuck Silk com- 

any. Itstandsin the very midst of valuable 
buildings filled with valuable goods, and to 
allow it to gain control would be certain calam- 
ity. 

ALARM AT THE BURNETT HOUSE. 

Across the street on Vine street stands the 
Burnett house. During the progress of the 
fire it was with almost difficulty that the 
flames were kept from that ancient hostelery. 
The guests, of course, were in great distress. 

Most of them packed their trunks and were 
‘ready. to leave. Some of the ladies gathered 
in the office with their gripsacks and sealskins 
and refused to return to their rooms. More 
than once the roof was smoking and several of 
the windows were broken by the heat and in 
some cases the inside blinds were burning. 
But watchful men were ready with water at 
all exposed points and the hotel] was saved. 

The great Enterprise. building, adjoining 
Stern, Mayer & Co., on the east, was on fire at 
one time, but by bravery and skill it also was 
saved. The establishment of Stearn, Mayer & 
Co. was one of the largest in the city. Its 
stock was full and is estimated at $300,000. It 
was wholly lost. The total insurance is stated 
to be $250,000. 

ACCIDENTS TO THE FIREMEN. 

Eafly in the progress of the fire the stone 
cornice of the building began to fall like hail, 
but the firemen, with reckless bravado, ran up 
their ladders and carried up the hose. Very 
soonit was found that the street front of the 
burning building would have to be vacated 
by the engines and ladders. As one of the 
firemen was flescending a ladder a piece of 
cornice struek him and knocked him to the 
ground. Hé was badly cut about the head 
and was carried away in an unconscious con- 
dition. 

The engines on the Third street front had 
to be hauled away by hand to save them, as 
the heat was unendurable. On the way to the 
fire a driver to one engine was very seriously 
injured by a collision with a freight car, near 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton depot. 
The wonder is that, with such a tall structure, 
on such narrow streets, the casualty list 
among the firemen is not much larger. The 
firm of Stern, Mayer & Co. has been in exist- 
ence thirty years. 


THE BROKEK LEVEE. 


Attempts to Plug the Crevasse to Prevent 
Great Damage. 

Carro, Ill., March 11.—There has beena 
very heavy rainfall here since yesterday after- 
noon, and itis still raining. The Ohio river 
rose three-tenths of a foot during the last 
twenty-four hours, the guage at present reach- 
ing 58 3-10 feet. 

Flood news from the lower Mississippi river 
is meager today. Captain Fallinger, of the 
government service, is at Sappington Hook 
crevasse, above Arkansas City, with the gov- 
ernment ‘t Vidalia” pile driver, barge and va- 
rious appliances for closing the gap. 
Work is now in progress and it is 
thought the crevasse can be closed. There 
is no water in Arkansas City yet, the 
flow passing to the rear of the town and run- 
ning info bayous leading down to Louisiana. 
The levee from Arkansas City to the Louisiana 
line, is said to be strong and able to withstand 
considerable more water. No material dam- 
age has yet been done to the plantations, 
and as the whole of the Tensas bayou 
region in Louisiana has been notified 
by wire and otherwise of the situation, the 
pianters will have time to save their stock and 
other property. The break at Point Chicot. 
below Arkansas city, which occurred last 
week, has been stopped. Levees on the Mis- 
sissippi side of the river, to Vicksburg and be- 
low, are reported good, and there is reasonable 
hope that there will be no disastrous break or 
damage done. 

_ STILL RISING SLOWLY. 
' The river marks 48} feet on the gauge at 
Cairo, and still rising slowly. Rain has been 
falling almost constantly since yesterday after- 
noon, and still continues.

- Loxpon, March 11.—In the house of com- 
mons this evening, Lord Randolph Churchill 
resumed his debate on the report of the Par- 
nell commission. He said that from the in- 
ception of the commission he had watched the 
proceediugs with feelings of sorrow and appre- 
hension which had grown deeper and stronger 
as the proceedings developed. From the 
beginning to end these proceeding were 
vitiated by their thoroughly unconstitutional 
character [cheers from the opposition] when 
the government decided to pass by ordinary 
tribunals, it must have held that the charges 


against the Parnellites const a prima 
facie case against the ed. When the 
government held that there was'a prima facie 
case, it was its duty to prosecute criminally. 
-[Parnellite cheers]. 

If there was a prima facie case to justify an 
extraordinary tribunal, a fortiori, was there a 
prima facie case to proceed by criminal prose- 
cuttion? [Hear! hear!] 

CHARGES AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 

In the first place, the government, in order 
to ascertain the truth of the criminal! charges 
against its political opponents, discarded and 
set aside the ordinary law of the land. [Par- 
nellite cheers. ] 

Secondly, the government constituted, 
under a special act, a commission consisting of 
three judges to fulfill the functions of judge 
and jury, for the purpose of trying a criminal 
conspiracy. It decided to place its political 
opponents on trial on criminal charges without 
‘the protection which a jury would give them. 
[Cheers. | 

Thirdly, the government nominated the tri- 
bunal so the accused, unlike the meanest crim- 
inal, would have no voice in. selecting and 
challenging the jury. Ifit was argued that 
the commission was acourt of arbitration, 
where, in the whole history of arbitration, was 
one party to a suit left voiceless in the 
selection of the arbitrators. [Cheers.] 

Fourthly, the government inflicted a heavy 
penalty in the shape of a large pecuniary fine 
on its apponents, amounting to nearly £40,000. 
He argued the matter on constitutional 
grounds, and defied any lawyer to cite a pre- 
cedent or parallel for anything approaching 
fhe goverment’s action. [Parnellite cheers.] 
He appealed to the house to vote against the 
proceedings, utterly unique and wunpre- 
cedented. : 

Never within a century and a half had any 
public man been exposed to such tests and 
trials as had Mr. Parnell. [Parnellite cheers-] 
When a certain personimagined that Mr. Par- 
neil quailed before the proposed inquiry, he 
put sucha pressure onthe government that 
the free gift character of the proposal disap- 
peared and it became a measure forced upon 
the house at any cost. [Opposition cheers.] 


DENOUNCING THE CLOSURE. 

Every clause, except the first, was forced 
through without debate, by the use of the 
closure ; so ruthless that nothing but the most 
urgent consideration of public safety could 
justify it. [Opposition cheers.) The consti- 
tutional party, that in 1882 resisted the closure, 
now applied it. No minister could accuse him 
of inconsistency when the enormous incon- 
sistencies of the government were considered. 
In 1882 the government declared that the 
closure was a most unconstitutional and 
dangerous innovation ; in 1888 it used the closure 
in the most unconstitutional and dangerous 
manner for the purpose of forcing upon its op- 
ponents an unprecedented, unparalleled, and 
tremendous instrument of oppression. A 
Nemesis attended the government for adopt- 
ing such methods and what had been the re- 
sult of this mountainous parturition? A rep- 
tile monster—Pigott. [Parnellite cheers. 
What had been the delivery, with all their 
skill and parliamentary instruments? A 
ghastly, bloody, rotten fotus—Pigott, Pigott, 
Pigott. [Parnellite cheers.] 

IP WAS UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

In appointing the commission the govern- 
ment violated the constitution. In making 
this motion the government was violating its 
own laws. The report condemned certain 
persons and acquitted others. But did it con- 
demn all the guilty parties? It condemned 
the Parnellites on certain charges. Did it 
condemn the Times? If the government in- 
sisted upon its motion to compel the majority 
to assent to it, he would insist upon his right 
to vote to condemn not only the Parnellites, 
but also the Times, which had been found 
guilty of an atrocious and unexampled libel 
and slander. 

CHAMBERLAIN REPLIES. 

Mr. Chamberlain said it was on invitation 
of the Parneliites that the matter was made a 
subject ofinquiry. If the government had in- 
stituted criminal proceedings, it would have 
been open to all the censure which Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill had bestowed upon it. The 
government treated the allegations as libels, 
which might or might not be disproved, and 
indicated then that the accused should take 
the esual steps to defend their characters. He 
denied that the commission was the result of 
his personal suggestion. Experience showed 
that it was the best and only tribunal to conduct 
the inquiry. ‘ 

The chief objection to it was, that the judres 
would not be impartial, that wasnot said now. 
[Parnellite cries of ‘‘yes”}. It was urged that 
the Times, if found guilty, would have absointe 
immunity in snbsequent proceedings. [Par- 


nellite cheers.} Butifthe allegation against

limited assiduity, ability, learning, and per 
fect absolute good faith of the judges. [Cheers. 
Sir Charles Russell had spoken of their jadga 
ment as impartial. The fact that the judges 
were spoken of as having prepossessions and 
political sentiments, should not vitiate theiz 
findings on matters of fact. The house would 
simply adopt the general effect of the report 
without pledging itself to every word. He 
asked to whom the house would appeal if it 
refused to adopt the judges’ opinion on matters 
of fact. He warned the honse with an imper 
feet recollection of the terns of the report, 
against assuming judicial functions by declin- 
ing to accept the judges’ findings. He urged 
the house to leave matters in the hands of the 
nation. [{Cheers.] 

Mr. Jennings withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. Cain, (iiberal unionist) moved a similar 
amendment condemning the Times, which wag 
rejected—321 to 257. 

T. P. O'Connor said that the Parnellites in 
1885 had _ circulated tory pamphlets printed 
with funds received from Ford. 

A REGULAR PICNIC. 

Mr. Goschen, chanceller of the exchequer, 
protested against the continuous attdtks upon 
Attorney General Webster. who, Mr. Glad 
stone admitted could uot have acted otherwise 
thanashehad. He repudiated. Churchill’s 
statement that the government h&d acted un. 
constitutionally. 

While he was defining the impartiality of 
the judges, the Parnellites created disordes 
by shouting “Pigott!’’ “Pigott!” ete. 

_ Mr. Goschen—‘‘Oh, yes, the more you exame 
ine the report, less you are inclined to hear of 
impartiality of the judges.” 

Continuous interruptions followed. There 
was great laughter at Mr. Goschen’s admise 
sion that the government might have been in- 
discreet, but had never adopted forgeries ag 
political stock in @rade. Proceeding, he ase 
serted that LeCaron was employed in the 
secret service under the liberal government.

Had 
serious charges been proved, Mr. Parnel} 
must have been expelicd and prosecuted. 
Why hesitate to express satisfaction at his ae 
quittal? The Times had daily driven the 
charge home with every device that malice 
could suggest and deserved censure. 

Mr. Chaplain declared that the conservatives 
had never believed that the Times’s letters 
were not’ genuine, [“Oh! oh!” and 
laughter) but the charges proved amply 
justitied the appointment of the commission. 

LABOUCHERE MAKES CHARGES.

THE NAVAL STORES MARKET. 


A Steady Market and an Advancing Price 
For Turpentine. 

SAVANNAH, ,Ga., March 11.—[Special.J— 
This has been the greatest naval stores year in 
Savannah’s history. Since April 1, 1889, the 
receipts of turpentine have exceeded 182,000 
barrels. Té#ty arecalready 11,000 barrels ahead 
of 1887-88, which was the port’s best year 
up to that time, and 22,000 barrels over last 
year’s and 33,000 barrels above the year onding 
March 31, 1887. Prices this year have been 
exceptionally good in the face of the enormous 
crop. The foreign demand has been heavy 
and until two months ago the market kept up 
well. It opened last April with turpentine at 
forty cents, and dropped off to thirty-four in 
June. Octoberocpened with the market at 
forty-six. That was the top, though most 
dealers thought it would go up to fifty and 
over, forin the previous March, fifty-one had 
been paid. For Some reason the price never 
got above forty-six this season. That was the 
turning point, and back it went. On the 
whole — the prices were fine. Ever 
since 1886 the naval stores mar- 
ket has bcen improving. In that year the 
trade was exceptionally dull. Spirits were 
down to 29in June, and they hung around 30 
for a good while. All that fall they did not 
go above 354, and 33 to 82 was the prevailing 
prices: 


DEATH FROM AMPUTATION. 


Major Judkins’s Iiiness Has 2 Fatal Termi- 
nation.

Atkinson, a few miles from Brunswick, on the 
Brunswfck and Western road, this morning. 
A woman was the cause of the trouble. 
Wright cut King in the stomach, and catching 
the entrails of the wounded man in his hand, 
held them until he had made four more stabs. 
King drew a pistol and attempted to shoot, 
but too weak, his hand fell helplessly by his 
side. The murderer fled, followed by a party 
of highly indignant mill hands, who thought 
much of King. Wright's life isin jeopardy if 
caught. 


UNDER HEAVY BOND, 
Two Armed Brothers Attack #One Man and 
Seriously Beat Him. 

ExBERTON, Ga., March,11.—[Special.]—A 
serious outting affray took place near the de- 
pot in Elberton today. W. T. and J. H. 
Brownlee, two brothers, attacked a man by the 
name of Vaughn, and cut him seriously, if not 
fatally. Great indignation was manifested by 
the large crowd in town, and ifthe man had 
died it would have been a diflicult matter to 
control the crowd.

beauty and fortune as easily as her husband 
wears his fame. 

Mr. Edison’s handsome and accomplished 
daughter of seventeen is now in Europe. Here 
with him are his two sons, Thomas A. Edison, 
Jr.,a younger brother now thirteen, and Made- 
line, a beautiful child twenty-one months old. 

“She is our baby,” said Mrs. Edison, ‘‘but 
Mr. Edison says the phonograph is his.’’ 

Among the more important inventions of Mr, 
Edison now in use, are the following:

THE GRAVE OF A SOLDIER. 


A Georgia Veteran Who Died on His Way 
Home. 

WoopwakD, Fairfield county, 8. C., March 
11.—[{Special.|—Mr. R.G, Miller today told 
the following to your correspondent: 

“There is restingin the Presbyterian grave- 
yard at this place, the remaihs of a confederate 
soldier by the name of Mathew Rickegson, 
who lived near the Okefenokee swamp, in 
Ware county, Georgia, and who belonged to 
the Sixty-third Georgia regiment. He died in 
my father’s house ona bright Sabbath morn- 
ing, in the spring of 1863, while on his way 
home on a sick furlough. 

REMEMBERED HIS WIFE. 

‘Before he died he gave my fatherjthe ad- 
dress of his wife, whose name, if my memory 
serves me right, was Amanda, with the re- 
quest that if he died to write to her and inform 
her of his death. My father accordingly 
wrote, but as there were no mail facilities here 
at that time, on account of the railroads hav- 
ing been destroyed ‘by General Sherman’s 
army, sent the letter by another Georgia sol- 
dier, Who was passing alsoon his way home, 
with the request to forward it toits destination. 
After waiting two or three months and still 
receiving no answer, he wrote again, this time 
by mail, but from some cause never heard 
from her, and I donot think the ever wrote 
again. 

ANOTHER EFFORT TO FIND THE WIFE. 

‘Believing that Mrs. Rickerson never received 
either of the letters and that she,if alive, is 
still ignorant of the fate of her husband and 
of the fact that he is sleeping in the grave 
yard of old Concord church in South Carolina; 
and feeling that it would be a consolation to 
her, or to any of his friends, even at this late 
day to be acquainted with this fact 
and the _ particulars of his death, 
I feel anxious to communicate 
ittothem. Buias Iam unable of communi-

The larger party comes from New York via 
Washington, reaching here in charge of Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Jamies L. Taylor, of th® 
Richmond and Danville. In it are about fifty 
eastern passenger agents. 

They leaye this afternoon on the regular 
schedule, in special sleepers, for 
Birmingham, going over the Georgia 
Pacific. At Birmingham excursions and other 
courtesies have been arranged by the Georgia 
Pacific, and the party will remain in Bir- 
mingham all day tomorrow. From this place 
they go Thnrsday night over the Queen and 
Crescent to New Orleanss. General Passsen- 
ger Agent S.H. Hardwick, of the Georgia 
Pacific, joins them with another party at 
Birmingham.

Southern Passenger Association. 

The determined position taken by the 
Southern Passenger association at Jackson- 
ville a few weeks ago, in extending the limits 
of excursion tickets, and in taking off their 
straight-jacket provisions imposed heretofore 
at the instance of the northern trunk lines, is 
familiar to CONSTITUTION readers. 

The sequel will develop at the trunk line 
meeting to be held in New York on the 25th of 
March. P 

The main question here will be as to open- 
ing the whole eastern territory to southern tour- 
ist rates. The Southern Passenger association 
have asked for this—that the northern and 
eastern trunk lines admit the southern roads 
to all their territory. 

The tourist rates can be given here now to 
Niagara Falls, Jamestown, and Deer Park, 
and anywhere west of the line through those 
places—their object being to protect the great 
commercial centres, New York, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore. The Southern association 
wants to sell excursion tickets to the whole 
northeast, to Narragansett Pier, Saratoga, 
Cape May, and all other points in the non- 
prescribed territory. 

‘Of course,’’ said Commissioner Slaughter, 
‘‘the trunk lines may refuse to receive our 
tickets outside of our own territory, and in 
that case we would have to select certain 
points at the border of our territory and put on 
tickets to those places—like Washington and 
Hagerstown, in Maryland.’’ 

“If they refuse to receive your tickets,’’ he 
was asked, ‘‘can’t you refuse theirs tosouthern 
points ?” 

‘Certainly,’ he said, ‘‘thongh that isa mat- 
ter of policy, and no decision upon the matter 
has ever been made by our association. We 
would be better able to enforce our rights if 
all the roads in our territory were in the asso- 
ciation. The Louisville and Nashville, the 
Queen and Crescent, the Illinois Central, and 
the Mobile and Ohio are out. The first two 
ticket through Cincinnati,and the latter two 
through Cairo, and neither therefore would be 
effected by the refusal of the trunk lines to 
grant our request, and are consequently op- 
posed to our taking such aggressive meas- 
ures.”’ 

‘‘Can they do anything to break the effect of 
any action in the matter by your association ?’’ 

“Only by cutting rates. They might force 
us to make a lowerrate than we intended, 
but they could in no wise defeat the pur- 
pose of the association in the matter.”’ 

“Suppose they do refuse to let you sell 
tickets into that northeastern territory, what 
will probably be done?’’ 

‘‘We anticipate no such action.” 

The Southern Passenger association will not 
be represented at New York at the meeting of 
the trunk lines 6n the 25th. They have said 
all they had to say, being in conference with 
the trunk lines at Cape May last August, New 
York in January, and Cincinnati only three or 
four weeks ago. ; 

The result of the meeting in New York will 
be awaited with considerable interest.

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How to Get Cheap Money. 

In a recent work on ‘‘Spoliation, or the 
Follies of a Nation,’’ Mr. Sidney D. MeCor- 
mick takes the position that the homestead 
exemptions in some of the states injure 
credit and cause high rates of interest. 

When northern merchants sell goods to a 

customer in a state where the law allows a 
liberal homestead exemption, an extra per 
centage is charged. The money-lenders are 
the same way, as they find it necessary to 
take extraordinary precautions. 
_ Practically the effect of a homestead law 
is to make hundreds of millions of dollars in 
a state absolutely dead capital, without any 
value as a factor of credit or trade. Mr. Me- 
Cormick says that the abolition of the home- 
stead law in a southern state would at once 
cause an influx of cheap eastern money that 
would be loaned out at 6 per cent or less. 
Every man’s credit would then be good to 
the full extent of his possessions. 

It must be admitted that there is a good 
deal of force in this argument, but there is a 
strong popular feeling in favor of securing to 
every family,a certain amount of property 
that will not be affected by its owner’s mis- 
fortunes or follies. Merchants and money- 
lenders having due notice of the existence of 
such a law have only themselves to blame if 
they credit a man with no assets subject to 
levy and sale. It may be inconvenient to 
get along without cheap money, but it would 
be worse to have it tempt people to borrow 
it and be led into expensive habits, finally 
winding up with the sale of all their prop- 
erty to foot the bill. Altogether, some sort 
of homestead exemption appears to be a 
necessary evil, and we are not likely to get 
rid of it. < 

The Much Abused Fruit Crop. 

Predictions of the failure of the Georgia 
fruit crop are never wanting at this time of 
year and earlier in the season. They are as 
sure as the Georgia tax-collector, but not 
half so accurate—fortunately for the coun- 
try. A state so prolific in other things must 
needs afford prophets, whether they be of 
good or evil. They have been with us inthe 
past, and they will be with us unto the end 
of time. 

But it always happens that they are as far 
out. of their reckoning, when the harvest is 
gathered, as the signal service man who 
makes thestormsforus at Washington. The 
cold never kills the fruit crop entirely, and 
while it may have damaged it somewhat in 
one or more localities, we will hear from it 
later, in the rosy richness of summer and the 
full fruition of fall. 

A little over a year ago one of the largest 
fruit growers of Georgia awoke one morning 
to find the young pears in his orchard hang- 
ing heavy with icicles. One look was _ suf- 
ficient. He saddled his horse, rode to town, 
and in the excitement and despair of the 
moment, offered to sell the entire crop, what- 
ever it might make, for one hundred dollars. 
A man who heard the offer handed out the 
ammoney and the transfer was made. When 
the returns were in, the man who bought the 
orchard had netted the snug sum of - $3,000. 

The moral of this is—don’t give. up the 
fruit crop.

The new series will rup 
from twenty-six and one-half years to forty- 
four and one-half years at a rate of interest 
not to exceed 44 per cent per annum.

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Out of Work. 

The other day several hundred people col- 
lected at a street corner in New York. 

It was not long before the crowd attracted 
the attention of the police, and half a dozen 
officers lost no time in finding out the cause 
of such an untimely mass meeting. 

Standing with his back against a wall the 
policemen saw a young man bearing a large 
placard on which was inscribed the follow- 
ing: ‘I am neither Nellie Bly, nor George 
Francis Train, nor any other celebrity, I 
am simply a poor man in need of work.” 

The guardians of the peace iminediately 
seized the audacious offender and dragged 
him off to the police court, where he was ar- 
raigned on the charge of ‘‘drawinga crowd.” 
When asked for his defense, the man. said 
that he had tried in every possible’ way to 
obtain work without success, and had failed. 
it had oceurred to him that his sensational 
manner of advertising might secure him a 
job. The magistrate told him that he seemed 
to be well dressed for a poor man, but the 
prisoner replied that it was necessary to dress 
respectably in order to obtain employment. 
After considering the matter, the judge dis- 
charged the culprit with the warning not to 
make a show of himself again. 

Possibly this unfortunate will find work, 
but the chances are that he. will soon be ar- 
rested as a vagrant. In every large city 
there are jiundreds and sometinves thousands 
of men in just the same situation. Young 
men flock from the country to the citfes

every year to seek their fortunes, They find 


bod 


every line of occupation over-crowded, and 
many of them are compelled to remain idle. 
Now, when a man is in such a fix he may be 
a gentleman and a Christian, but he will not 
look like one. Hunger will make his face 
haggard, and soiled lirten will. make him 
look like.a tramp. If he begs, or stéals, or 
behaves himself, it is all the same—he will 


be locked up. Many a vagrant or criminal | 


in our citks was, only a few years ago, a 
moral and upright youth on a farm or in 4 
country village. ' 

Too many people are’ rushing from the 
country to the cities and towns. The move- 
ment should be the other way. Out in the 
country people can find land enough, work 
enough and food enough for all. Farm life 
is easier, happier and more independent 
than insecure and badly paid employment in 
the city. ‘ 

This is an old story, but it is none the less 
true, and the facts in it should be printed 


-every year, and every month in the year, 


and kept before our young men all the time. 


Oil and Water Will Not Mix. 

An esteemed correspondent in Illinois sug- 
gests that it would be a good thing for the 
northern republicans and southern demo- 
crats to unite and oppose the northern demo- 
erats and the southern republicans. His 
idea is that the republicans of the north and 
the democrats of the south constitute the 
better class of the American people, and 
should control the government. 

It is a big scheme, but there are some in- 
surmountable difficulties in the way. A 
high tariff republican and a free trade demo- 
crat cannot very well pulltogether. The 
advocate of a federal election law is mot in 
harmony with a man who believes in local 
self-government. The agitator who is stir- 
ring up race antagonism has nothing in com- 
mon with the peaceful citizen. Other points 
of difference might be mentioned, but these 
willdo. The fact is, oil and water won't 
mix. 


The Facts in the Case. 

We observe that a contemporary states, 
with some degree of emphasis, that the Geor- 
gia railroad commission has no control over 
shipments going out of the state or slhip- 
ments coming into the state. This remark 
might be greatly simplified, for it is mislead- 
ing to say that the commission has no con- 
trol over freights going out of or coming into 
the state. 

It is true that the commission has no con- 
trol over shipments that are moving beyond 
its boundary lines, either coming in or going 
out; but it is likewise true that when ship- 
ments are coming in, the commission meets 
them at the state line, and fixes the rates to 
their destination. When they are going out, 
the commission escorts them to the boun- 
daries of the state and there turns them over 
to the interstate commission. 

This is as much as the state can do, and as 
far as it can go under any circumstances. It 
is idle to suppose that the state can control 
rates beyond its boundaries. The commis- 
sion was not organized for that purpose, «or 
with any hope of accomplishing the impos- 
sible. 

What Tur CoNsTITUTION insists: on is 
that the Georgia railroad commission, to the 
extent of its authority, which is limited by 
the boundary lines of Georgia, gives the pub- 
lic all the desirable results of legitimate com- 
petition. If it does not, it isa failure, and 
we have yet to hear it charged that the com- 
mission has not carried out this, the special 


purpose of its organization. , 


A Democratic Revival. 

The republican organs seem to be too_busy 
to explain the recent democratic revival! 
which has manifested itself in the town and 
municipal elections held the other day in 
New York and Iowa. ‘The organs under- 
stand the significance of this revival, but 
they are not indulging in any explanations. 

In New York state, Rochester, which gave 
Harrison a plurality of 2,627, elected a dem- 
ocratic mayor for the first time in fourteen 
years. Elmira, Governor Hill’s home, put 
in the entire democratic ticket by 800 ma- 
jority. The democrats made aclean sweep 
in Newburg, where Harrison’s majority was 
612. Ulster county, where Harrison’s ma- 
jority was 338, is democratic. The demo- 
crats have also carried Dutchess county, 
which gave Harrison a majority of 1,016 
over Cleveland. Utica, which was for Har- 
rison in 1888, has elected a democratic 
mayor. The democrats were also victorious 
in Oswego, Port Jervis, Kingston, Amster- 
dam, Whitehall, Hornellsville, Buffalo, Ba- 
tavia and Dunkirk, which were all carried 
by Harrison in 1888. 

In Iowa, the great republican stronghold, 
the democrats have carried Burlington, Cedar 
Rapids, Clinton, Creston and Fort Dodge. 
At Conesville the republicans elected the 
mayor, but the democrats elected the rest of 
the ticket. At Des Moines and Sioux City, 
the result is in doubt. 

It isa remarkable fact that the leading 
republican organs, instead of trying to ex- 
plain this result away, they all agree that it 
is in the nature of a pointed rebuke to Har- 
rison, and same of them have taken advant- 
age of the opportunity to suggest that now 
is the time-for the great reform president to 
venture from under his grandpa’s hat and 
spread the patronage on a little thicker. 

While the result is encouraging to demo- 
crats, it gives them no excuse to indulge in 
over-confidence. Unity, harmony and hard 
work are still necessary to the party’s suc- 
cess. 


The Biddeford Experiment. 

The news from Biddeford, in the state of 
Maine, is interesting. It seems that the 
municipal election in that ancient town on 
Monday last came near resulting in. serious 
trouble. 

We read of revolvers, clubs, mobs and 
threatened riots. We read, moreover, that 
the democrats elected all their candidates, 
and that they celebrated their victory by. 
holding a public meeting at the city hall. 

This is all very satisfactory, but it-is not 
pleasant to read that deputy United States 
marshals were hovering around the voting 
places and making themselves conspicuous 
as well as officious. 

We,have no doubt that the presence of 
these United States marshals at the polls led 


to the irritation and bad feeling that came 


near culminating in ariot. In the liberty- 
loving democrats of Maine these deputies 
found more than their match, and they 
were taught a very wholesome and necessary 
Jesson. 

But. there is something sinister in the ap- 
pearance of these government officials at 
the polls while a ntiwicipal election is going 
on. It is an evidence that they are willing

In conversation 
with several friends a few days ago Colonel 
Slaughter said in this connection: 

“Yes, [knew Mr. McLean personally, and 
have often visited him at his home. He was 
a Scotchman, or rather his parents came to 
America from Scotland. He died t ten 
years ago at his home in Virginia, re the 
surrender took place. It is a singular fact 
that the first great battle of the war—the first 
battle of Manassas—was fought on his farm at 
McLean’s ford, on Bull Run, and 
that the surrender took place under his 
roof, tho war beginning and _ ending 
you maysay,on his property. WHen the 
smoke of the battle had cleared away, Mc- 
Lean found his farm a tctal wreck, and he 
moved to Appomattox court house, in Appo- 
mattox county, Va., a distance of about one 
hundred miles from his wrecked and devas- 
tated farm, and it wasin his home then, that 
the surrender took place. The two genérals met 
in the road, and after a short conversation rode 
to McLean's house, where the use of the parlor 
was tendered the leaders of the two armies. 
General Grant with his own hand drew up the 
articles of recapitulation, and all the details of 
the surrender were agreed upon. The house 
in which the surrender took place was an old- 
fashion plantation house, andin the parlor, 
where the two generals ended the struggle, 
there were only threo pieces of furniture— 
one center table and two chairs. 

“The famous apple tree, under which we have 
been told the surrender took place, and about 
which so much has been written was not 
among the furniture of the parlor. If there 
was an apple tree at all upon the entire place, 
it played a very unimportant part in the event, 
but I presume walking sticks from that nythi- 
cal apple-tree will continue to be sold for the 
next twenty-five years," £

SOLD THREE TIMES. 


A Piece of Property Sold to Three Different 
Parties, and It Gets in Court. 

A bill of injunction was yesterday filéd in 
the superior court by Garnett Arnold against 
J.B. Redwine to prevent him from prose- 
cuting certain suits in justice court. 

The declaration contains some interesting 
Statements. 

After reciting that the plaintiff purchased a 
certain piece of property corner of Fair and 
Mayes streets from one William H. Powell, 
paying for it, or, rather, contracting to pay for 
it, $800, part cash and the balance in g0 many 
quarterly notes of $40 each, the’ petition 
states that these notes were. trans- 
ferred to the defendant, J. B. Red- 
wine by the said Powell before the first one 
was due. 

It is alleged that the title to the property 
was transferred to Redwine along with the 
notes, and that he agreed to assume the re- 
sponsibility of making to the plaintiff a good 
deed to redeem his bond for title when he 
should have paid all the notes held against 
him by Mr. Redwine. 

The purchase of the property by Mr. Arnold 
is claimed to have been made on August 313th, 
1888. 

Here is the interesting part of the suit. 

Is is alleged ‘that Powell sold the same prop- 


erty to two other parties besides the plain- | 


tiff, Arnold. It is set forth that 
ejectment suits are now pending against Mr. 
Arnold from the holders of these other two 
deeds, who claim that their deeds take pre- 
cedence of his because of failure on the part of 
J. B. Redwine, to whom the first deed was 
transferred, to haveit recorded within time 
allowed by law. 

The deed held by Mr. Redwine, and which 
was to have beon transf@ted fo Mr. Arnold, 
when he should have paid up all his notes, 
was dated August 13, 1888. On the lith of 
the same month, “Powell executed a second 
deed for the same property in consideration of 
$500, to Mrs. Mary L. Stranaham. Then 
again on August 20 he gave Mr. Samuel 
Barnett a third deed to the property for $900. 

When the original deed was not recorded 
within the year the next executed took pre- 
cedure, and now Mr. Barnett and Mrs. Strana- 
han are suing for possession. 

The plaintiff, Mr. Arnold, sets forth, further, 
that he has not yet paid all the notes due on 
the property, and that he has been sued by 
Mr. Redwine for their collection. He thinks 
he should not be compelled to pay these notes 
if it is shown that the defendant, Redwine, 
on his own negligence is unable to make him 
a good title when his cbligations are dis- 
charged. 

Judge Clarke is asked to issue an order pre- 
venting Mr. Redwine from instituting pro- 
ceedings to collect these notes until it isshown 
that Mr. Arnold will get the property when it 
is paid for.

| THE TAILORS STRIKE — 


AND THE MERCHANTS COMBINE AND 
FIGHT THE STRIKE. 


Another War Between the Jours and Boss 
Tailors—The Bosses Organize and Re- 
fuse to Give in. 


The jour tailors have gone On a strike. 

At10 o’clock yesterday they allowed the 
goose to cool off and stuck the threaded needle 
in the cushion. 

Then they ceased to sitin tailor style and 
walked out of the shops, 

The strike involves every merchant tailor in 
Atlanta. 

For three or four years past the merchant 
tailors and the jours have been at war, and in 
nearly every instance the jours have won the 
fight, because the proprietors have had no or- 
ganization and have been divided among 
themselves. 

But this time the merchant tailors are united 
and will carry the fight to the last ditch. 

The jours have aunion in Atlanta, and it is 
one of the strougest in the south, There are 
about seventy members in the order, and in 
the past they have stood closely together, sus- 
taining each otherin the demands made for 
increase of pay. The want of organization 
among the merchant tailors has played well in 
their hands, and frequent requests for advance 
in prices have been made. 

The strike which began yesterday morning 
has been brewing for three or four days past. 
On Monday afternoon Mr. Jerry Lynch heard 
of it and was informed that the men would 
walk out of every sbop in the city at 10 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, and that a demand for a 
new schedule of prices would be made. Mr. 
Lynch at once decided to at- 
tem pt an organizaiion of the 
merchant tailors and called upon each one. 
They all agreed to an organization, and early 
yesterday morning had a meeting. At that 
meeting were represented: 

Jerry Lynch, Miller & Hughes, Eiseman 
Bros., James A. Anderson & Co., Kenny & 
Satzky, and Hirsch Bros. 

An organization was effected and the situa- 
tion thoroughly discussed. Those present 
entered into a compact not to accede to the 
demands of the jours, and to prepare a bill of 
prices. That bill of prices was then made out, 
and was signed by every merchant tailor 
present. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock the jovrs all quit | 
their tables and walked out of the shops. 
Then, by agreement, they met in a room over 
S. T. Grady’s saloon on Alabama street. There 
they prepared a schedule which they called 
‘‘additions to present bill.””. When this was 
done they appointed a committee to call upon 
the merchant tailors. The first visit was made 
to J. A. Anderson & Co. The committee was 
met there by Captain Anderson, who listened 
to their demands. 

“This is my answer to your talk,” re- 
marked Mr. Anderson as he handed the head 
man of the committee the bill of prices he 
and his line had agreed upon. 

The men were surprised when shown a bill 
signed by every merchant tailor in the city. 

It was the first intimation they had of an 
organized opposition. 

The leader of the party glanced at the bill 
and then turning to Mr. Anderson remarked: 

**Let me argue this a minute.’’ 

‘‘No argument is required,’’ answered Mr. 
Anderson. 

‘*Those are my prices,’” he continued walk- 
ing away. 

The jours’ committee walked out and called 
at every other place. At each place they met 
with the same answer until they reached Mr. 
Lynch’s. That gentleman was standing in his 
door when the delegation arrived and squar- 
ing himself said: 

‘*You can’t come in here. 
and you don’t work here.’’ 

‘*But,’’ said one of the committee, “‘here is 
one of your men.” 

“Then give him the papers and let him 
comein,’’ said Mr. Lynch. 

The papers were handed the gentleman, and 
entering the store he laid the case before Mr. 
Lynch. Mr. Lynch gave the same answer the 
other merchants had, and the delegation 
walked away. 

For the first time in the ore of Atlanta 
the jours had not acquired their demands. 

‘*You see,’’ said one of thea.merchant men, 
‘*the tailors have been demarmM@ing an advance 
whenever they wanted it, and we have been 
compelled to give it because we had no organi- 
zation to meet them.’’ 

‘‘Do you pay them enough ?’’ he was asked. 

‘‘Better than they have been paid anywhere 
in the south. I know one trousers-maker here 
in town who makes $35 to $40 a week at his 
work. Lots of ‘em make $125 to $150 a 
month ?” 

‘‘What will be the result?” 

“If the merchantmen stand together, the 
men wiil have to takeany price which is 
fair. One ofthe jours has said they’d make 
Jerry Lynch close up, or send him tothe in- 
sane asylum. We pay them well, and give 
’em plenty of work. You see, they wait until 
we get in our heavy stocks, have our orders on 
hand for suits, and then make their demand. 
Of course we must give what they ask, or dis- 
appoint our customers and lose trade.”’

paid as their trade in other towns. 

**The truth is,”” remarked President Jacobs 
of the union, “there is as much work done 
here as in any town in the south and we should 
have as much pay.”’ 

‘*What’s the trouble?”’ he was asked. 

**There is no trouble if the merchants would 
listen to us a minute, but they refuse to do 
that. No strike was contemplated, neither 
does a strike exist.’’ 

“Then, what is it?’’ 

“Well, this, we found we were entitled to a 
list of extras and we asked for it. But we 
didn’t get it.” 

‘We 1?°’ 

‘‘When we presented our we were 
faced with a bill of prices’ in 
which we found a reduction from the 
bill under which we were working.

CAPTURED AT LAST. 


A Moonshiner Who Risked His Life to Es- 
cape From Atlanta. 

“T wouldn’t try that again far all the money 
in Georgia.” 

The speaker was Doc Cockburn, a moon- 
shiner, in the custody of two deputy marshals. 

He was looking up at the third story of the 
eustomhouse, where a narrow stone coping 
runs along the wall from window to window. 
Along that precarious stone footing he made a 
famous escape in October, 1888. 

He had been confined in the prisoner’s room 
of the United States court, waiting to plead 
guilty. 

The windows of the room were open, but it 
was seventy-five or eighty feet to the stone pave- 
ment below, and escape was thought to be im- 
possible. 

While the guard’s back was turned, Cock- 
burn climbed out of the window and lowered 
himself until his feet touched the coping. Then 
he crept away from the window, inch by inch, 
walking upright and with his body flattened 
against the wall. The foothold was perilously 
narrow, and this was his only support. He 
made his way some ten or fifteen feet to 
the corner, and around this and some 
distance further on to a shed, and down a stone 
pillar. He made his escape in safety. 

Hie was captured by Deputy Marshals Scott 
and Smith. They recognized him and talked 
with him in Chattanooga, but did not attempt 
to arrest him in Tennessee. 

They watched him buy a ticket for Sand 
Mountain, in Alabama, and they also bought 
tickets in that direction. 

When the train reached Trenton, in Dade 
eounty, they arresied him. , 

Cockburn was outwitted and surrendered 
without resistance. He is to answer 
the charge brought against him in 1888, and 
will probably plead guilty now as he intended 
to do then. 

“But I don’t know,” he says. “I tried 
mighty hard to git out er that, an’ I may take 
a notion to plead not guilty. It’s hard luck, 
ain’t it?’ 


JIM WIGGINGTON HERE! 


The Head of the Kuklux Organization of 
Pickens County. 

Jim Wiggington, the account of whose cap- 
ture near Birmingham was given in Sunday’s 
CONSTITUTION, slept last night in Fulton 
county jail. 

H[e leaves this morning in charge of the 
man that captured him, ex-Sheriff R. 8. Hen- 
derson, of Pickens, for jail at Jasper. 

Wiggington will be remembered as _ the jus 
tice of the peace who is chagged with 
breaking his oath of office to __partici- 
pate in the outrages. His father 
is a minister of the gospel. 

Wigginton, it is alleged, drew up the agree- 
ment signed by the conspirators, and adminis- 
tered the oath to several of them. He is 
charged with. burning Ledford’s house. He is 
the man that betrayed his associates, and 
again broke hia solemn promise—given to the 
United States officials—in disappearing from 
his home. 

His capture by Mr. Henderson was a fine 
piece of detective work, and a nervy one. 

The officer followed Wiggington’s horses’ 
tracks for miles through the country, and then 
on from railroad station to railroad station, 
finally locating and capturing him about thirty 
miles south of Birmingham. Wiggington has 
nothing to say concerning his case, and seems 
uneasy at the idea of being taken back to the 
scene of the outrages. —

The first experiment in the way of establishing 
@ cencral systein, was made by the aet of congress 
in 1800, and which?was repeated in 1803. At that 
time the total popuiation of the United States was 
between five and six millions of people. With 
this meagre poprlatiou—the chief industry being 
ayriculture—with no railroads, dependent entirely 
on river and other water transportation for public 
carriage of articles of commerce, the percentace of 
people engaged in trade was necessarily smali 
and this doubtiess had much to do with the speedy 
repeal of the law. 
ror a period of nearly forty years, passing 
through alternate seasons of prosperity and de- 
pression, the country was without a national sys- 
tem of bankruptcy. In 1841—with a population 
of about 17,000,000in Chited States, congress again 
enacted a law similar in its main features to that 
of 1800, but it was repealed in about thirteen 
months. It was passed as a measure of relief for 
those who suilered from the commercial 
revulsion of 1837, 1838—and thous- 
and availed themselves of its provisions. 
It is with the act of 1867, and amendments which 
was repeated in 1877, that our people are most 
tamiliar.

in 183883 there were 64,740 towns, ham!'ets, and 
cross roads in the United States and territories, 
in which the mere2ntile business was carried on, 
There were, in that year, 1,025,000 namesof mer- 
chants and firms upon which the company re- 
ceived reporis in the United States and the Do- 
minion of fanada. Now, taking off 109,000 for 
Canada, it wouid leave 925,091 merchants and firms 
doing businessin the United States, which in- 
cludes, of course, manufacturing establishments 
of certain kinds. 

[ asstime that there were 60,000,000 population in 
the states and territorits in 1888, 

There are now 161,270 miles of railway in the 
mnion. When we consider the vast army of men 
in the business, compassing such wide expanse of 
territory bringing into actual use and ein- 
ployment for carrying on trade and 
trafiie, these wonderful railroad facilities 
drawing into the closest commercial relations all 
parts of the country it is very desirable that we 
should have unifortnity in tle law merchant so far 
as practicabie. All the states of the union have 
their own insolvency laws. Some have modified 
bankrupt laws. These areas arule more or less 

issimilar in each state. 

The Torrey bill, as it is called,is the result of the 
labors of two conventions, one he!ldin St. Louis 
in 1888, and the other in Minneapolis in 1889. 

These conventions were composed? of some of 
the best men in the country. I should 
judge from the provisions of tthe bill that 
they had been through the fires, 
for it seems that no défect of the old law, from 
which the creditor class suffered so much, has 
been unprovided for. 

In fine, the bill seems to be a perfect epitome 
of combined wisdom and experience, drawn from 
the practical workings of the old system. 
Quoting the language of the president of the con- 
vention: “The aim has been to frame a law that 
would enable honest men to live and thrive, and 
weed out and punish dishonest men.”’ 

Viewing the measure as one intended to give re- 
lief te the honest and unfortunate debtor, and to 
secure his estate to the creditors, and make fair 
and equal division of its proceeds among them, I 
think it shoul@ became a law. 

It will be néticed that the proposed bill is highly 
penal as well as remedial. if the court and the 
officers do their duty, it will be impossible for any 
man to carry outa fraudulent scheme as against 
his creditors and go unpunished. 

The three features which most commend the bill 
to the fevorable consideration of the public are: 

1. The expedition with which bankruptcy cases 
shall be prosecuted to a final conclusion. 

2. The economy observed in every stage of the 
proce-ding. 

3. The liberal remedies given to creditors for the 
avoidance, prosecution and detection of frauds. 

By the figures before alluded to it will be seen 
this is now largely a commercial country. A vast 
amount of the real wealth of the nation is repre- 
sented by and employed in trade. All the great. 
business centers of the country have reached out 
and extended their trade to the remotest parts of 
the land, embracing, exclusive of Alaska, 3,036.000 
square miles of territory. All of the states having 
Jaws __—s with respect to insolvencies, 

riorities and preferences essentially dif- 

erent. AS stated, it is not 
matter of surprise that the men most interested 
in this class of business should be moviug the 
passage of alawto secure uniformity as far as

tomers. 

Atlanta is not nowasin days gone bya small 
inland city with its trade confined to a limited 
area of country lying contiguous to it, but its 
trade now extends over many states so that the 
principle of uniformity isa matter of great im- 
portance to our jobbers. 

» Perhaps the most potential cause of the movement 
being made for the passage of the law is the op- 

ressive and unjust provisions of various state 
aws, notably ourown state among the rest au- 
thorizing an insolvent debtor to prefer creditors. 

This might of preferenceis wholly at variance 
with every principle of justice and equity. 

It isa reproach tolawand fair dealing to an- 
thorize an insolvent man to buy 
goods) in New York, Boston, Chicago 
or any other market on credit, and receive 
them into his store, and before the drayage is 
paid on them they are covered by a blanket mort- 
gage in favor of some home itor, and, in some 
nstances, a mother-in-law, or other female rela- 
tive, for money borrowed years before. It has 
come under my own observation that this class of 
mo creditors not unfrequently contest 
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it will give honest men better credit, and tend 
to relieve them of the burdens which have beén 
pc me on thenrby the dishonesty. and fraud of 


| Colonel Thomson's Sensation. © 
‘When Colonel Thompson arose. to answer 
‘ by stat- 
ing that when President Oglesby requested 
him Jast Monday to take the opposition side 
of the argument, he was thoroughly convinced 
that should the Tarrey bill become a law it 
would be detrimental to business. Since that 
time, however, he had closely considered the 
subject, and he had completely changed his 
mind, and was a supporter instead of an oppo- 
nent of the measure. 

Colonel Thomson then proeeeded to-make an 
extemporancous speech, which was full of 
strong argumeénts, showing how the law would 
be ;of service to the merchants, especially in 
the south, 

The Other Side. 

At the conclusion of Colonel Thomson’s 
remarks President Oglesby requested Vice 
President Woodson to take the chair. He 
said that he felt thatthe opposite side of the 
question should be presented, and he would, 
therefore, read the statement of Mr. J. W. 
Evans, of St. Louis, which was recently pub- 
lished in the St. Louis Grocer. 


After giving the reasons why a bankruptcy 
law was needed in 1867; the document took 
the bill up in sections and attempted to show 
why each of its provisions would be useless at 
the present time, as follows: 

The contemplated law with its seventy-seven 
sections, and its referees, trustees, clerks, mile- 
ave, ColmoMmission, salaries, etc., ad nauseum, which 
wiil be presented as a whole for the action of 
congress this winter, and not “emasculated” by 
wnendments as stated by the chairman of the 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association of this city. is a 
very neat piece of work, and if passed will 
prove like the law of “41,” a boomerang. It is 
einphatically a creditor bill, giving the dishonest 
(it any there be) members of that class an un- 
curbed sway over the debtor who is so hapless as 
to be his victim. 

Let us see how itstrikes us as a comarereial class. 
Section five gpa of compromises. What neces- 
sity can possibly exist for a law which will forcea 
man into bankruptey and then compromise, under 
the guidance of a referee? Why not try a com- 
promise before the harsh and heartiess procedure 
of this neediess daw? 

Section 10 is as autocratic as the ezarof Russia 
coukl desire. 

Sections 31, 32, 33 and 41 account somewhat for 
the necessity of the bill. The army of officers 
must be paid. aad paid liberally, and paid first 
(section 69). In the interest of the public weal, 
the loaves and fishes are not neglected. 

Section 36 provides for several hundred lawyers, 
who may have undoubted political influence. 
Civil service reforpy will control, of course, as in 
other cases, under federal patronage. 

Section 46 provides for who may become a bank- 
rupt. Any person who owes $500 may be adjudged, 
ety. Let us take a merchantin Missourt who is 
worthy of confidence, and has good credit for all 
the merchandise he will order. His customers are 
almost exclusively engaged in agriculture, and 
are aS honest a8 the average of such communities. 
Under the statute, the exemptions are a home- 
stead valued at $3,000, and personal property 
$300. A crop failure takes place, and the 
merchant, who may have several thousand collars 
outstanding, is thrown into bankruptcy for the 
paitry sum of $500. Is there any justicein a law 
whic will discriuninate inthe manner provided 
for in this section? Yet the merchant, compared 
with the farmer,is thus discriminated against. 
Horrible! . 

Section 57 provides for exemptions, and should 
nullify any attempt to fvist a bankrupt law on 
this country. The advocates of a bankrupt law 

int to the tact that England has such a law, and 
te had for several hundred years, which works 
advantageously. This may be so, but there aré& 

no state lines or state exemptions to conflict with 
a national edict, and so long as “State Sovereignty 
and National Union”’ fseal of Illinois} is the con- 
trolling sentiment of the people of Aimerica, there 
can be no federal enactment ef the uature pro- 
posed without a direct interference with the inal- 
enable rights of the people to regulate their own 
affairs. 

is there anything in section 65 to prevent a dis- 
honest debtor from preferring creditors, say six 
months before he contemplates going into bank- 
ruptey? We think not; and the law becomes 
worthless, a8 it is needless. 


Other Matters Considered. 


After reading the document, President 
Oglesby announced that he had received an 
iuvitation to act as vice-president of a con- 
vention which will be held to consider the 
Tartey bill, but as he is opposed to its becom- 
ing a law, he had not decided whether to ac- 
cept the invitation or not. 

On the motion of Judge Tompkins, the 
chamber unanimously passed a resolution re- 
questing Mr. Oglesby to accept the invitation 
on the ground’that should it become a law, he 
might suggest some amendments which would 
militate to the benefit of the southern mer- 
chants. 

‘Both Colonel’ Abbott and Colonel Thom- 
son then received the special thanks of the 
chamber. 

Mr. Van Pelt, general manager of the Tray- 
elers’ Protective association, was introduced to 
the members in order that he might obtain 
their co-eperation in the plan of obtaining a 
universal 2,000-mile ticket from-the railroads. 

As the time of adjournment had passed, Mr. 
Van Pelt was invited to call on the merchants 
at their offices, and explain his scheme, Which 
he consented to do. 

To Come Up Again. 

After adjourning the members expressed a 
desire to further consider the bankrupt law, 
and it was decided that the swbject will be 
brought up again atone of the future monthly 
meetings of the chamber.

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A DESPERATE FIGHT. 


FULTON COUNTY THE SCENE OF A 
TERRIBLE ENCOUNTER. 


Sol Turner,the Notorious Burglar,the Victim 
of a Cutting Scrape, in Which Henry 
Clark Is the Aggressor. 


There was a terrible fight in Fulton county 
jail yesterday afternoon. 

A few minutes after 4 o’clock, Sol Turner, 
the notorious burglar, was talking to his wife 
inside the jail, when a young man named 
Lowry, a state prisoner, called Sol’s wife a vile 
name, and Sol resented it. Jailer Poole saw 
that trouble was brewing and sent Henry 
Clark tolock Turner up. Clark did so, and 
for a time the jail was quiet. 

THE ROW BEGAN 
when Turner was released, and began to deie 
young Clark for having locked him up. Clark 
took the abuse for awhile, but at last resented 
it, and then Turner struck at him. 

Turner is a medium sized negro but is very 
muscular, and a fine specimen of manhood for 
his size, and had he been met on equal terms 
by Clark, who is but a stripling, the fight 
would have been of short duration. 

But Clark was prepared for his antagonist. 

Turner has been in numerous fights during 
his incarceration, and is a regular negro bully. 

As soon as he struck Clark, the latter drew a 
knife and began cutting at him. 

Sol hada stick, and he made several savage 
passes at Clark, but the latter parried them, 
and 

KEPT SLASHING AWAY 
with a little double-bladed knife, the larger 
blade of which had been broken off, so that 
Clark had to use the smaller one. 

Jailer Osburn telephoned to police head- 
quarters, and a cardon of police, consisting of 
Mounted Officers Ivey, Lansford and Jeff 
Wright, with Patrolman Henry Abbott, 
Brady, Slaughter, Tippins, Bailey and Clark. 
and dispatched to the scene. 

When the police arrived the fight was still 
raging, and so soon as the door was opened they 
rushed in. Another negeo named Henry 
Moss, who had just had a second row with 
Clark, 

TOOK A HAND IN THE FIGHT, 
and grabbing a spittoon dealt a blow at one of 
the policemen. 

In an instant he was felled to the floor, and 
the battle assumed such wild proportions that 
friends or foe could not be recognized in the 
melee. 

In a short time the fighters were quited and 
locked up in their cells. 

Sol Turner was bleeding from a knife wound 
acros his forehead, and there were several 
stabs in his left breast, the most serious being 
just above the left nipple. 

Clarke had a bad bruise from the futile blow 
of Moss’ spittoon. 

Moss was cut about the head from blows 
delivered by the officers, when they were try- 
ing to keep him from doing any damage. 

THE KNIFE WAS FOUND 
by Officer Tom Ivey, who went into Clark’s 
cell and made asearch. It had been queerly 
concealed. 

The rats had gnawed a hole in the floor of 
the cell, and Clark had mashed the knife and 
siipped it in the hole, between the’ double 
flooring, and had covered the place with 
sawdust, 

Patrolman Henry Abbott receivad a severe 
bruise on one of his fingers, and Mounted Of- 
ficer Lansford had his hand scratched up in the 
fracas. 

The jail officials were unable to account for 
the presence of the knife. Clark pleaded 
guilty to burglary at the last term of the court, 
and is under sentence of five years in the 
penitentiary. How he obtained the knifeis a 
mystery. 

Turner’s wounds are dangerous, and if 
Clark’s knife had gone a little deeper and the 
blow had been dealt a little lower, Sol’s career 
would have been summarily ended. 

Dr. Waring was summoned, Dr. Boring be- 
ing out of town, and dressed Turner’s wounds. 

Ata late hour he was resting easily, but his 
wounds are of a serious character, and it will 
be some time before he is able to ;bully it over 
the other prisoners as he has been doing.

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“Better eee ever, and getting bein 9m 
 ‘That’s what Superintendent of Delivery 
Blodgett said yesterday of the mail service. 

‘“‘We have just put up,” he continued, 
‘about thirty new mail boxes injthe territory 
brouglit in by the last extension of the city 
limits. They are centrally situated, and put 
the new districts upon an equal footing with 
the old. 

“Commencing today we make an important 
change. That is, from daily ‘delive- 
ries up stairs 
the business portion of the city. 
Heretofore there have been on!ly two up stairs 
deliveries daily. There are now nine carriers 
employed in the bustness portion of the city.”’ 

‘‘How much does that incinde ?” 

“Decatur to Calhoun, Peachtree to Ellis, 
Whitehall to Peters, Marietta to Harris, 
North and South Broad, Forsyth between 
Walton and Peters, Wheat to Mitchell, Loyd, 
from Decatur to Hunter, Hunter, from 
Thompson to Loyd, East and West Alabama, 
Mitchell, from Thompson to Pryor, Wall 
street, Exchange place, Ivy, from Edgewood 
avenue to Decatur street, the state capitol, 
the Capital City club. That’s what 
we call the business portion of town. In all 
now there are 140 mail boxes and thirty mail 
carriers, The force is thoroughly organized 
and everything is systematic. Only ten new 
men have come in since General Lewis was 
appointed, and only two of the old men have 
jJeft. Even these did so voltintarily: | 

“A recent change—that of haying one man 
do nothing but make collectidbns—has been 
found to work most admizably.. He makes 
ten daily collections in the bnsiness portion of 
the city. The mail leaves the office for distri- 
bution at 6:30 and 8:30 a. m., and at 12:30 and 
3p. m. 

“The first delivery is made before many of- 
fices are open, and business men should make 
provision for the safety of the mail left to 
await their arrival. 

‘‘Not only is the service better in the busi- 
ness district, but the general delivery is better 
Some of the carriers ride upon the street cars, 
the government paying the expenses, in order 
that the outer districts may receive their mail 
promptly. 

“The city council of Atlanta could remove 
the only obstacle remaining in 
the way of a perfect mail _ service, 
that is by renumbering some 
of the streets. Here isa letter for a number 
402, which is between number 2 and number 
150. With that total lack of order and uni- 
formity on a number of the streets, prompt de- 
livery is impossible. Not only that, but there 
are some cases where two streets in different 


portions of the city have same name. Fot ex- 
ample, there are two Ella streets, two Herbert 
streets, and two Arthur streets. 

“General Lewis and his assistants are doing 
all in their power to make the system perfect, 
and it is better now than ever before. If the 
council would co-operate with us to that ex- 
tent the service we would be better still.”

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, March 11—Wheat — The volume of 
trading was quite large but at lower prices. 
The opening was about *{c lower than the closing 
figures of yesterday, advanced a trifle and then 
sold. off %c more below the opening figure, ad- 
vanced ce, ruled steady and closed aout 34@%c 
lower than yesterday. The decline was directly 
attributed to the government report of wheat in 
farmers’ hands, which placed the quantity at 156 
million bushels, or 31.9 per cent of the crop. While, 
at the first glance, this report was taken as bear- 
ish, it was not so considered by all the operators. 
Making calculations of the probable,consumption 
and taking the quantity required for seeding and 
exports, based upon the same ratio as during the 
preceding eight months of the crop, would leave 
only small reserves. However, there was a gencral 
disposition to realize, the drift of the market be- 
ing downward, and holders wanted to unload; but 
at the decline a fair demand existed by a promi- 
nent local trader, which checked a further decline 
and caused a slight reaction. Cable advices indi- 
cated a rather tame feeling. 

Corn reeeived considerable attention early in the 
day, but as the session advanced the market 
dragged and ruled vecy quiet. The feeling devel- 
oped was weaker, the little advance of yesterday 
being lost. The chief weakening influence was 
the government crop report, which came in after 
yesterday’s close, making 45.9 per cent of the late 
crop still in the farmers’ hands, or 970 miilion 
bushels. Large reeeipts and the decline in wheat 
also induced free seljing, but offerings were well 
absotbed by shorts. The weather was wet and un- 
favorable, and had considerable influence with 
many operators. The market opened 4@!,,c-un- 
der the closing prices of yesterday, was steady for 
a time, then sold off K@%4c, became firm, and 
closed 4, @',c lower than yesterday. 

Outs—There was only a moderate trade in May 
within a range of %c. The other futures were 
neglceted, but a steady feeling prevailed. 

Mess pork—Trading was moderate and mainly 
for May delivery. Prices ruled 2'¢c higher early, 
but offerings were slightly increased, and a redu®- 
tion of 5a7\4c was submitted to. Toward the close 
prices rallied again, and the market closed steady.
